on the high mountain ranges of the National Forest, under permit 
from the U-cselorest Senviiec., +The Porest Rangers have been 
carefully supervising this use of the renge to make sure that it is 
not overgrazed and that forage will still be available another year, 
for the Livestock ranges, like the timber and other resources of 
the National Forests must not be wasted by a short-sighted policy 
of exploitation, but must be managed for continuous and permanent 
Use.

JIM: Yes, You see, the sheep keep moving onto fresh range, 


and they don't have to be herded back to the same 


bedground every night. 


They generally weigh 


considerably heavier than under the old system. ~ Here 


comes Wilson.
